GENERAL INFORMATION

British Standards House (BSH): Location map
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Location

British Standards House (BSH) is the modern headquarters building of the British Standards
Institution. It is situated in Chiswick, approximately 10 km west of the centre of London and 15 km

east of London (Heathrow) airport. The building is located directly above Gunnersbury station on
the London underground railway system.

The meetings taking place each day are shown on monitors in the area adjacent to the lifts on the
Ground floor of BSH.

BSH is equipped with its own restaurant offering a wide range of cheap food at lunchtimes. Tea,
coffee and biscuits will be provided throughout the meetings.

Banking facilities in the immediate vicinity of BSI Chiswick are limited and it may be more
convenient to exchange currency or travellers cheques elsewhere before arriving at the meeting.

Please bring all relevant meeting documents with you, as spare copies will not be available at the
meeting. If you wish to table additional documents, you should ensure that you bring sufficient

copies. Copying facilities will be available for reproduction of documents drafted during the
meeting.
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Security, badges/access cards

Delegates are asked to report to the main reception desk where they will be provided with
a badge, which is also an access card, valid for the period of the meeting. Access to the
building is controlled. Staff, committee members and international delegates are required
to display their badge at all times for identification purposes.

The normal meeting hours are between 9am and 5pm. The meetings will be conducted in English,
and no translation or interpretation facilities will be available.

Travel
By train and tube

Gunnersbury Station is served by London Underground District Line & The North London line.
If you are going to Central London from Gunnersbury get on a silver train, do not get on a blue one.

From London main line stations:

Euston, allow about 45 minutes

Kings Cross, allow about 45 minutes
Liverpool Street, allow about 60 minutes
Marylebone, allow about 50 minutes.
Paddington, allow about 40 minutes
Victoria, allow about 30 minutes

Waterloo, (Eurostar) allow about 45 minutes

By Air

Heathrow Airport: From the terminal follow signs for the Underground station and travel on the
Piccadilly line to Hammersmith. Change on to the District line for Richmond and disembark at
Gunnersbury (allow about 50 Minutes). A quicker option (15 minutes in good traffic) are London
taxis but these are more expensive.

Gatwick Airport: Take the train (Gatwick Express) to London Victoria. Change on to the London
Underground Northern line to Embankment and then to the District line for Richmond and
disembark at Gunnersbury (allow about an hour and a half)

Alternatively take the Network South Central Train to Clapham Junction station and change for
Richmond (Platform 5) (Allow about 55 minutes) This is a lower cost option.

City Airport: The North London Line runs directly to Gunnersbury from the nearby Silvertown and
City Airport station. Allow about an hour.

Stanstead Airport Use courtesy coach to train station and take train to London Liverpool street.
Use London underground to Gunnersbury (Allow about two hours)
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By Bus
The following buses stop directly outside the building:

237 - Shepherds Bush Green to Sunbury village
267 - Hammersmith to Hampton Hill

391 - Fulham Broadway to Richmond

H91 - Hammersmith to Hounslow

By motorway

If you are on the M25 exit at junction 15 and take the M4 towards Central London and exit at
junction 2. At the roundabout take the fourth exit signed A205 South Circular and turn immediately
left into Clarence Road. Turn left into Wellesley Road. The car park is the fourth turn on your left. If
the entrance is closed drive on and take the second left into Burlington Road, then left on to
Chiswick High Road. The car park is 150 metres on your left just past the BSI building. There is no
right turn in Chiswick High Road from the West.

By road from Central London

Take the A4 westbound leaving at junction 1, the Chiswick Flyover. At the roundabout take the first
left signed A205 South Circular, and immediately left into Clarence Road. Follow the directions as
above.
